DAVIS' FIFTEEN WINS 



Narberth's Board of Trade held its 
first annual picnic Wednesday. As a 
result it is understood the three drug 
stores in the borough have exhausted 
their supplies of liniment, while mas- 
seurs are doing a rushing business. 
Thirty-six of Narberth's most promi- 
nent merchants were on the outing, 
which lasted from 3 P, M. until dusk. 
Three Tuns Inn, Ambler, was the 
locality honored. 

Baseball featured the day's enter- 
tainment, although there were other 
sports, and a good beefsteak dinner. 
The Board of Trade was transported in 
cars offered by many of the members, 
including Messrs. Walzer, White. Mil- 
ler, Case and Baird Caldwell. Worn 
but happy, they were all brought safely 
home, with their cargo of prizes, which 
included fountain pens, pencils, cigars, 
cigarettes and a vanity case. 

Fifteen on each side, all playing at 
once, the Walzer-Davis ball team got 
off to one of the most eccentric ball 
games in the history of the sport. 
Only 11 runs were scored by Gene 
Davis' fifteen, while Squire Walzer's 
willing workers waltzed eight times 
around the bases to a loss. 

Dan Leitch pitched for the losing 
fifteen, and N. R. Peacock hurled his 
side to victory, with the aid of Gene 
Davis. Harry Cook smote lustily at 
many things, including the ball. Ed 
Haws and Morris Straus starred fre- 
quently. Miller's fielding was of a 
nature befitting the president of the 
Narberth Ball Club.

So many 
lost balls were retrieved by him that 
a passerby made the sad mistake of 
inferring that a golf match was in 
progress.

The response to the circulars sent 
out asking contributions to defray the 
expenses of the band and fireworks has 
been gratifying, but considerably more 
returns are needed to make success- 
ful the efforts of the Harold D. Speak- 
man Post, No. 356, of the American 
Legion, which is staging the patriotic 
demonstration.

Heat From Sun — Mercury Mounts 



Establishing a heat record for the 
year, the sun poured 93 degrees of sum- 
mer temperature on the Main Line 
Wednesday, according to Weather Ob- 
server Charles Decker and Old Man 
Fahrenheit. Mounting steadily, the 
thermometer registered 79 degrees 
Friday, 82 Saturday, 81 Sunday, _78 
Monday, 82 Tuesday and 93 Wednes- 
day. The lowest temperature recorded 
during the week was 51 degrees. 

Since June 1, the temperature defici- 
ency was 105 degrees until Tuesday 
night, as compared with a deficiency of 
120 degrees for the same time last 
year. 

Precipitation for the week was re- 
corded as;S7 of an inch."Thc total of 
rain since June 1 was 3.58 inches. The 
barometer was high at 30'.30 and low 
at 29.83. 

During the week a consulting en- 
gineer of Philadelphia applied to the 
Main Line Co-operative Observer of 
the Weather Bureau for the amount 
of rain that was recorded here between 
the seventh and twenty-first of June 
inclusive. Mr. Decker's accurate 
measurements supplied the required 
data.

October 1.. Borough taxes are 
net. January 1, 5 per cent penalty 
added. It is necessary to hold 
receipt for taxes in selling prop- 
erty. If you mail your check be 
sure to enclose stamped envelope 
for return receipt.

Fire Company Proposes Project at 

Tuesday Meeting — Committee 

Appointed. 

Alteration of Elm Hall to provide 
better accommodations for the fire 
company, Borough Council and vari- 
ous other branches of the borough 
government, was proposed Tuesday 
night at the monthly meeting of the 
Narberth Fire Company. No additions 
to the building are planned, but ex- 
tensive changes within the present 
structure are contemplated. 

Appointment of a committee to 
study the situation was made by Presi- 
dent B. duMarais at Tuesday night's 
meeting. It includes the present 
trustees of the company, Edwin P. 
Dold, George B. Suplee and Walter 
Towan. The chairman of the commit- 
tee is E. C. Griswold, president of the 
Borough Council. 

It is proposed to divide the upper 
floor of Elm Hall, making room in 
one part for Council meetings, and in 
another for living quarters fora jani- 
tor for the building. By moving up- 
stairs Council would leave room down- 
stairs for other purposes. 
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Several lives were lost and a nurn- 
ber of people were injured in an epi- 
demic of motor accidents which broke 
out in the Main Line this week. Lower 
Merion and Radnor police estimated 
by the end of the week that they had 
handled over two score cases, which 
is the largest number here in a long 
time. 

While supervising construction work 
on Sproul road, near Clyde road, Rad- 
nor township at 1 P. M. Wednesday, 
William Swan, 55, Conway avenue, 
Narberth, foreman for the Counties 
Gas and Electric Co., was struck by a 
motor car driven by Donald Sutton, 
Washington, D. C, and killed instantly. 

Magistrate Ferguson, at Wayne, held 
Sutton without bail to await the action 
of a Coroner's 'jury. Sutton said he 
did not see Swan until the car struck 
him. The skull of the Narberth man 
was fractured. 

Another accident occurred when 
Guido Giovoniti, of Narberth, ran into 
a sedan driven by William Mealey, of 
Conshohocken, at the Hanging Rock 
Monday night near 10 o'clock. The 
sedan was damaged on the side, but 
no one was hurt. 

At a hearing before Squire Kromer 
in the Ardmore" police station later 
Giovoniti admitted that he had not nad 
a driver's license in two years. Three 
witnesses also testified that he was. 
under the influence of liquor at the 
time of the accident. As a result 
charges of reckless driving, driving 
without a license and driving while 
under the influence of .liquor were pre- 
ferred against him. On the first two 
he was fined $50 and costs. On the 
third charge he was held in $500 bail 
for Court. 



Motorists who have no regard for 
property rights and who stop off to 
help themselves to flowers or plants 
which may attract them will be rigidly 
dealt with by the Lower Merion police. 
Superintendent Charles P. Smith 
served notice this week that his men 
intend to enforce the law strictly 
against such depredators. 

"Every so often in the past we have 
run into people who come out here and 
see attractive flowers or plants on 
grounds that they pass decide they 
want some and proceed to help- them- 
selves," he said. "With the approach 
of warm weather and the increase of 
motor traffic this practice, always an- 
noying, has come to be a downright 
nuisance and we are going to put a 
stop to it." 

The superintendent's comments were 
made following a hearing Sunday 
night at Ardmore police station before 
Magistrate Stillwagon at which A. C. 
Metzger, of 220 Long lane, Stonehurst, 
and William J. Rourke, of 216 Long 
lane, Stonehurst, were tried on charges 
of digging up seven rambler roses on 
the estate of Arthur Dearborn Smith, 
Remington and Haverford roads, 
Wynnewood. They were about to 
cart them away, according to police 
testimony given at a hearing when 
they were arrested. 

Fine Two Who Sought Roses. 

The Magistrate, citing the law 
passed a few years ago to punish the 
unauthorized destruction or removal 
of plant life, fined them $25 a bush, the 
maximum under the law, or $175. 
When the defendants were unable to 
produce the $175 required the Magis- 
trate relented and reduced the fine to 
$100, which both men paid. They were 
permitted to take the plants with them. 

It is thought the men are not those 
who stole two azalea bushes from the 
premises at 406 Anthwyn road two 
weeks ago. George A. Bach has of- 
fered a reward of $25 for information 
leading to arrest and conviction of 
these thieves. The offer still stands.
